REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Fastbrook: 


Although keenly disappointed in the amount of the State 
aid (some four hundred dollars less than last year), our 
school accounts are, nevertheless, in excellent condition. Mr. 
Robertson, who did such excellent work here, went to a much 
larger school, and the position was taken by Deane Sylvia, 
who had a fine normal school record and has fully justified 
that reputation by his work in the schoolroom. 


Miss Bragdon needs no eulogy, but I do not believe the av- 
erage citizen realizes her ability, conscientious work and 
the enthusiasm which she imparts to all her pupils. Dur- 
ing most of the year she has prepared at home material for 
hot lunches for her pupils. Some changes were made in text- 
books during the past year, and other changes are desirable. 


In most cases we do not approve of much home work in the 
lower grades, believing it better to have the work done under 
the supervision of the teacher at the school where materials 
for work are at hand, but in the case of older pupils, even 
the average pupil should do some home work, and it is the 
duty of the parents to see that this work is done in order that 
we may get full returns from our school expenditures. 

During this, of all years, we should provide means for the 
display of flags, thereby teaching boys and girls lessons of 
loyalty and patriotism. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the school board for intelli- 
gent. cooperation, and the citizen and pupils for their unfail- 
ing courtesy.

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NURSE’S REPORT 


School projects include the Seven-Point activity, health 
habit charts, and survey of school environment. To main- 
tain good mouth hygiene, each pre-school child and children 
through school age should visit the dentist three times a year, 
whether there is need of repair or not. Distance from a den- 
tist is a handicap, but we should endeavor that each child 
make one visit at least a year. 

During April, the Early Diagnosis Tuberculosis Campaign . 
material was distributed through the schools and carried to 
each home a valuable educational message. Bottle caps were 
available for use to milk dealers thus bringing the message 
of preventing tuberculosis into every home. 

The annual physical inspection was given the Ridge primary 
and Mill grammar pupils. Of the 28 pupils inspected, 25 were 
found with defects, three eligible to qualify for the Seven- 
Point award, four were found with defective vision, one with 
defective hearing, 20 with dental decays, four with abnormal 
throats, and three with nasal obstruction. Though the gen- 
eral nutrition seemed to be good, two were 10 per cent. or 
more underweight, four were 20 per cent. or more overweight, 
three with unclean scalps and one with defective posture. 
Since previous inspections, two pupils have been to an eye 
specialist and had vision corrected with glasses, and three 
to dentist for dental corrections. 

We have discussed some ways and means of having a dental 
reparative clinic for our school pupils, and hope to have one 
some time in the near future. In some of the small towns 
of Hancock county we have been able to have clinics, which 
have been sponsored through the Red Cross. 

The nurse answered a telephone call to a family where 
two children were broken out with skin rash, but in this 
case the nurse could be of little assistance. A physician was 
‘consulted, and in a short time the children were able to re- 
turn to school. 

The service rendered the towns of Hancock county by the 
Heaith Service is financed through the sale of Christmas 
Health Seals and by town appropriation, for which we wish 
to express our sincere thanks and appreciation to all who 
make it possible.
